Australia made its World Cup debut in 1965, 
against North Korea. ~ 
Both matches were played in the Cambodian 


capital, Pnom-Pinh, and ended in disaster — with~ 


1-6 and 1-3 defeats. 
The Aussies were coached by the late Tiko 
Jelisavcic and went into the fray totally unpre- 


pared. 

North Korea, then the world’s mystery soccer 
team, went on to glory in the finals in England, 
beating Italy to reach the quarter-finals. 

In 1969, the Australians came ever so close, 
but were thwarted at the last hurdle, by Israel 


Sane winning an elimination round-robin in 
Seoul, against South Korea and Japan, Joe Vla- 
sits’ men travelled to Lourenco Marques, 
Mozambique, to eliminate Rhodesia (now Zim- 
babwe) in a three-match series, but lost 0-1 in Tel 
Aviv and could only draw 1-1 in Sydney. 

Australia hit the jackpot at their third attempt 
and qualified for the 1974 World Cup finals in 
West Germany with Rale Rasic at the helm. 


It took them 11 gruelling matches to do it, with 
a heart-stopping 1-0 play-off win against South 
Korea in Hong Kong (after 0-0 and 1-1 draws). 

In West Germany, the home team won 3-0 in 
Hamburg; the East Germans beat the Socceroos 
2-0 at the same venue and the match with Chile, 
at Berlin's Olympic Stadium, resulted in a 0-0 
draw.

Jimmy Shoulder led the Socceroos’ charge in 
1977. 
Twelve matches were played, but Australia 
could only manage four wins and Iran qualific 
for Argentina '78. 
The 1981 campaign — under the flamboyant

Trimboli and Markovski 
— two of the best

Trimboli, the slight- 
ly-built South Mel- 
bourne star, has, in the 
words of team-mate 
Danny Wright, the 
ability to do the un- 
canny, the ability to 
produce something 
special. 

Preston’s Markovski 
is in the same mould. 

Only Sunshine 
George Cross’ John 
Gardiner has had the 
opportunity to coach 
both at senior level, 
which also says some- 
thing for his club’s 
youth policy that both 
made their senior de- 
but at Chaplin 
Reserve. 

“As far as I’m con- 
cerned, in their early 
years both of them had 
the potential to 
achieve as much as any 
young player over- 
seas," is Gardiner’s 
summation of the pair. 

“They are complete- 
ly different types of 
players, but all I know 
is that they don’t come 
along very often.” 

Both are unassum- 
ing young men off the 
field, almost shy de- 
spite the sometimes 
unnerving media 
attention. 

But that is where 
similarities end. 

Markovski, or 
“‘Jonesy’’ as he’s 
known to team-mates, 
is a huge, powerful 
barnstorming type,wh- 
ose massive frame 
makes him an impos- 
ing figure as soon as he 
takes to the park.

Markovski, with his 
massive legs pumping 
like giant pistons, can 
turn a game in a mi- 
nute with one of his 
long-distance passes or 
bulldozing runs. 

And for spectacular 
action, there is little to 
match the shooting 
power of the Preston 
champion. 

If it seems like Mar- 
kovski has been mak- 
ing headlines for years, 
iat is because he has. 
He made his NSL 

debut for George 

Cross at just 15 years 

of age and went on to 

make 68 appearances 
and scored 20 mostly 
memorable goals for 
that club. 

_ “People tended to 
say that John was lazy, 
but as far as-I was con- 
cerned he always co- 
vered a lot of ground,” 
says Gardiner,

Unlike Markovski, 


Markovski can turn 
a game on his own 
whilst Trimboli is only 
a danger if he’s “fed” 
correctly.

Europe will bring 
Britain kicking and 
Screaming into 90s 


THE ethnic base of Soccer in Austral ia 
may have disagreeable features in some 
respects, but it does at least ensure that 
the game here has a broadminded out- 
look towards players from outside Aus- 


tralia, 

Although the flow of 
foreign players into the 
NSL is not completely 
uninhibited, the fact 
that so many of its 
stars come from a mig- 
rant background 
means that ‘foreigners’ 
are certainly not seen 
as any kind of threat to 
Australia’s football 
culture, 

The same is by no 
means always the case 
in Europe, and cer- 
tainly not in Britain, 
which has long shied 
away from continental 
influences. 

However, this in- 
sularity (not to men- 
tion a fair bit of 
Straightforward pre- 
judice) is now showing 
clear signs of breaking 
down, as English and 
Scottish clubs look 
more and more often 
to other parts of 
Europe as a regular 
source of players, 

It is hard to pin 
down the exact reasons 
for this apparent 
change of attitude, but 
two factors will un- 
doubtedly strengthen 
it in the near future. 

© Firstly, the re- 
moval of trade barriers 

“between EEC coun- 
tries in 1992 will 
almost certainly mean 
that football will have 
to fall in line with 
other industries and 
remove all restrictions 
on player movements 
within the Com- 
munity. 

© Secondly, the

liberalising effects of 
glasnost in the Soviet 
Union and Eastern 
Europe should allow 
more players from 
those countries to 
come to the West and 
to sample the material 
benefits on offer there. 

This latter develop- 
ment, with all its 
fascinating implica- 
tions, has already be- 
gun to take shape, with 
the gradual release of 
experienced Soviet 
Players on to the West- 
em transfer market. 

International defen- 
der Sergei Baltacha 
this season became the 
first Soviet to play in 
the English League 
when he signed for 
Second Division 
Ipswich Town. 

His relatively low 
profile, and the disap- 
pointing experience of 
Alexander Zavorov at 
Juventus should not 
halt the gradual ex- 
odus, with rumours 
continuing to circulate 
about the possible arri- 
val of Soviet stars such 
as Belanov and 
Besonov. 

Baltacha is not the 
only bold and imagina- 
tive signing in England 
this year. 

Although some 
European deals have 
fallen through (such as 
Southampton’s long- 
running saga with 
Yugoslav defender 
Milos Drizic), others 
have come to fruition.

The interesting thing 
about these moves is 
that none of them in- 
volve big-money, gla- 
mourous individuals, 
as has often been the 
case with foreign im- 
Ports in the past. 

While some of those 
famous names, such as 
Osvaldo Ardiles (with 
Spurs) and Arnold 
Muhren (with Ipswich 
and Manchester Un- 
ited) have been out- 
standing successes, too 
many others have 
‘failed’, primarily be- 
cause of unrealistic ex- 
pectations and lack of 
Proper background re- 
search on the part of 
the buying clubs. 

The short and 
frustrating English 
careers of the likes of 
Vladimir Petrovic 
(Arsenal), Kazi Deyna 
(Manchester City), Di- 
dier Six (Aston Villa) 
and Alan Simonsen 
(Charlton) would cer- 
tainly fall into this 
category. 

The hope is that 
perhaps now a new 
realism and maturity 
are setting in.
